He was associated with one of the Social- Democratic newspapers of the yre- 
Hitler era and was arrested when the Nazis came to power but was released 
^shortly thereafter; he was on probation for & year and a half and bad to report 
twice daily to'ue local police. About 1936 subject established a newspaper 
clipping service which ne maintained until late *40 w;*en he left Berlin for 
Magdeburg fearing a call to military service. He kept Just one step ahead 
of the draft board cy moving from town to town thus managing to stay out of 
the Aray tnrou&hout the war. In 1944 he went back to Berlin and was con- 
scripted. into the Volksturo* In the summer of 1943 he went to Hannover and 
became d&eref Schumacher 1 s cloye assistants and from there he came back to 
Berlin sponsored by the Eritish MG. Anti-Ru3Sian and proud of the "TelegraT 1 
with its stand against Russia and the 5 ED. He keeps a separate file on material 
against Kussia and the BSD not fit to print and receives letters from all 
over the Soviet Zone from people in all walks of life. Some of the material 
he receives is sent on to the British while representatives of the British 
IS b tve access to his separate file on Kussia and the SED. He has stated 
that Americans are Just as welcome to this file.
